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DORSET'S NEW BOOM-TOWN

DORCHESTER is gear¬ 
ing up for what traders 
hope will be a bumper 
Christmas, and better 
times ahead next year. 

County town leaders 
are welcoming the start 
of the next phase of the 
town’s £100million 
Brewery Square devel¬ 
opment with giant cranes 
again punctuating the 
town’s skyline. 

Said Dorchester Busi¬ 
ness Improvement Dis¬ 


trict (BID) project direc¬ 
tor Phil Gordon: “Brew¬ 
ery Square is an 
important part of the 
town’s present and fu¬ 
ture. 

“Our ambassadors who 
work in the car parks and 
streets of Dorchester 
often get a chance to talk 
to our visitors and we 
getting more new visi¬ 
tors from outside of the 
area who have been at¬ 
tracted by the exciting 


additional names and at¬ 
traction that feature in the 
square. 

“I believe the whole 
town centre has benefit- 
ted as these new visitors 
explore the rest of the 
town while they are vis¬ 
iting. I’ve also spoken to 
visitors who have told me 
that they are coming back 
as they ran out of time 
and want to explore more 
of the whole town more 
next time.” 

Mr Gordon said that the 
town was also getting 
more overseas visitors 
because the Olympics 
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■ THE Cooperage, artist's impression 


had raised the profile of 
the area. 

“Trade in the town as a 
whole has been widely 
reported up significantly 
on last year and everyone 
is now getting into the 
pre-Christmas shopping 
mood,” he said. 

Dorchester has contin¬ 
ued to defy the recession 
since the start of the 
Brewery Square project, 
with more businesses 
opening not only at 
square but in the town 
centre and Poundbury. 

At Brewery Square it¬ 
self, around 20 new 
names to the town are 
now trading, the latest a 
French restaurant which, 
together with other food 
outlets and the Odeon 
cinema, bring in thou¬ 
sands of extra visitors 
and have added an esti¬ 
mated additional 200 
jobs already. The market 
car park opposite the de¬ 
velopment, which used to 


be empty in the evenings 
is now usually full. 

The Cooperage devel¬ 
opment, due to be re¬ 
leased mid-2015, has 31 
apartments sold, one re¬ 
served and 19 available. 
The six storey building, 
overlooking the square, 
will be one of the tallest 
in the town centre. 

Also selling well is the 
2016 Copper Crescent 
phase where four apart¬ 
ments have been re¬ 
served and 27 
available. 

The current build¬ 
ing phase is a 
£27million contract 
which has brought, 
or will bring, an esti¬ 
mated 200 construc¬ 
tion and associated 
jobs to Dorchester. 

The development 
still has around 20 
extra commercial 
units planned includ¬ 
ing the Dorchester 
Brewery Hotel with 


an adjoining bar and 
restaurant being actively 
marketed. The original 
building was designed by 
the local company which 
Thomas Hardy worked 
for as an architect, and 
has planning permission 
for a hotel of between 48 
and 84 bedrooms. The 
£10million hotel devel¬ 
opment also has permis¬ 
sion for a spa and 
swimming pool and two 
large function rooms.

By 2016 it is expected 
that Brewery Square will 
have almost 300 apart¬ 
ments, which could po¬ 
tentially almost double if 
the project expands on to 
the rest of the former 
Brewery site to the east 
of the existing buildings. 

Current Brewery 
Square occupiers include 
Cote Brasserie, Carluc- 
cio’s, Wagamama, Vivo 
Lounge, Nandos, Brew- 
house & Kitchen, Zizzi, 
Pizza Express, Costa, 


Premier Inn and the 
Odeon with fashion 
stores including Hobbs, 
Joules, Gerry Weber, 
Phase Eight and Jones 
Bootmakers. 

Andrew Wadsworth, 
director of Waterhouse, 
which is developing 
Brewery Square with 
Resolution Property, says 
the new restaurants, to¬ 
gether with the Odeon, 
have created a new 
evening culture for 
Dorchester.

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Half our healthworkers must 
borrow to make ends meet

UNION members including nurses have been tak¬ 
ing industrial action for the second time at Dorset 
County Hospital. 

A picket line was in place on Monday morning 
during a four-hour stoppage which included clean¬ 
ers, porters, midwives, occupational therapists, 
paramedics, admin, catering and other staff. 

Their action is now being followed by six days 
of action short of strike action when staff will work 
to rule. 

Union members said on Monday that they had re¬ 
ceived plenty of waves of encouragement and the 
sounding of horns by passing drivers. 

The NHS staff are taking part in the action after 
failing to receive a recommended pay rise. They 
have been told by the government that they can 
have a one per cent pay rise, or an incremental 
‘banding’ rise but not both - in contrast to the 
above inflation rise MPs awarded themselves. 

Said Jon Dunn, area organiser for UNISON: 
"There have been lots of cars and vans tooting their 
horns in support of the action we are taking. 

"If necessary we will escalate this action because 
our cause is just." 

The unions say their work to rule will mean tak¬ 
ing their unpaid breaks. 

Said Dorset Staff Nurse Lindsay: “I now have 
less disposable income as I'm also supporting my 
daughter through university and her student loan

has been cut. I will be taking action as I'm fed up 
with politicians giving themselves pay rises and 
not the hard working NHS staff.” 

A new survey by UNISON reveals that three 
quarters of NHS workers said there is not enough 
staff in their ward or team and that almost two 
thirds (63%) are worried about patient safety as a 
result. 

It also reveals that 70% of them are not paid 
when they work over their shift, two thirds rarely 
leave work on time and half (49%) are not able to 
take breaks because of their workload. 

More than three quarters (77%) said they are not 
at all satisfied with their pay and seven in ten don’t 
feel valued by their employers despite the extra ef¬ 
fort and goodwill NHS workers bring to the serv¬ 
ice. 

Four in five (83%) NHS workers said they have 
to work more for less money and more than seven 
in ten (71%) said they had a poor work life balance. 

Despite this, half said they have to borrow to 
make ends meet. Nearly six out of ten (57%) rely 
on credit cards, 41% on friends and family, 37% 
turn to bank loans and 13% had to resort to pay day 
loans. 

Helen Eccles, UNISON South West Regional 
Head of Health, said: “The fact almost all health 
unions are taking part in the industrial action 
should ring alarm bells in Whitehall. 

“The anger is spreading and so is the public sup¬ 
port for health workers’ cause. The strength of 
feeling is far from fading and the dispute far from 
going away. 

“All the government has done so far is threaten 
workers with job cuts, our members across the re¬ 
gion are working incredibly hard to meet increas¬ 
ing demand yet they go home and have to worry 
about how they are going to make ends meet. 

“If the Secretary of State seriously thinks staff are 
the NHS’s best asset then he needs to treat them 
fairly. We are only asking for decent pay for the 
hard working people the government say they care 
so much about.

Seal pup found on beach 

A SEAL pup is being nursed back to health 
after being abandoned on Abbotsbury 
beach. 

The grey seal was found by fishermen on 
Sunday (November 23rd) in a state of dehy¬ 
dration but is now being looked after at West 
Hatch Animal Centre, nearTaunton. 

Roz Buckley from the centre described the 
seal as "skinny" as it only weighs 14kg, when 
young seals usually weigh around 40kg. 

She said it was possible its mother was 
young and had ended up further along the 
South West coast than usual, and given birth 
to the pup on the beach at Abbotsbury. 

The pup is said to be doing "really well"and 
"looking really well hydrated"and is being fed 
fish soup as a substitute for its mother's milk. 

Once the pup weighs about 45kg it will be 
reintroduced to the wild off Devon. 

The RSPCA said it was "very rare" to find a 
seal in the area as there are no nearby 
colonies and they are normally found off the 
coasts of Wales, Somerset, Devon and Corn¬ 
wall.

Funded by Macmillan 
Cancer Support for an 
initial 18-month period, 
the team has spent the 
past year capturing the 
thoughts and experi¬ 
ences of hundreds of 
people receiving treat¬ 
ment for cancer at DCH. 

Macmillan Patient Ex¬ 
perience Facilitator Con¬ 
nor Kinsella explains: 
“Armed with the sort of 
valuable feedback not 
normally gleaned by 
tick-box surveys, we’ve 
turned what people actu¬ 
ally say about cancer 
services into service im¬ 
provements that will re¬ 
ally make a difference 


for future patients. 

“This is a process 
called Experience-based 
Design. It’s based on the 
wisdom of people who 
have first-hand experi¬ 
ence of, in this case, can¬ 
cer treatment. Our longer 
term aim is to help clini¬ 
cal staff continue using 
this approach long be¬ 
yond the lifetime of this 
project as has happened 
in other NHS Trusts.” 

Macmillan Patient Ex¬ 
perience Facilitator Izzy 
Pochin adds; “Breast 
cancer patients told us 
how uncomfortable it 
can be sitting in outpa¬ 
tients with expectant 
mothers. This was very 
easily remedied with a 
little shuffling of chairs 
and re-organisation. 
Haematology patients 


often experience long 
waits whilst blood tests 
are being processed prior 
and are afraid of missing 
their appointment if they 
leave the clinic. They 
will be given pagers to 
give them more freedom, 
improve the environ¬ 
ment of the clinic and re¬ 
duce anxieties.” 

To mark the anniver¬ 
sary, the team supported 
Macmillan’s World’s 
Biggest Coffee Morning. 

Izzy said: “We were 
supported by Dorset 
Macmillan Advocacy 
and local support group, 
The Living Tree.

Kingston Maurward development 
will 'swamp' Lower Bockhampton 


PROTESTORS campaigning again plans for 70 new 
homes at Lower Bockhampton are urging objectors to 
make their comments by November 29th. 

Residents say the scheme, being put forward by 
Kingston Maurward College, will swamp the tiny vil¬ 
lage which only has 28 homes and lies within a con¬ 
servation area. It also has connections with Thomas 
Hardy who was born nearby. 

“The college are proposing this development to 
solve their financial problems at the expense of one 
of Dorset’s historic hamlets and landscape,” said 
parish council chair, Lynda Pain. 

A protest group of residents say the scheme is un¬ 
suitable for the area which has no public transport, no 
mains drainage and no mains gas. They also argue that 
it would ruin the reasons for the area being given Con¬ 
servation Area status with some of the new houses 
being clearly seen from Bockhampton Bridge and the 
river path. 

Other objections include the risk to the river Frome, 
home to water voles, otters and kingfishers, a Site of 
Special Scientific Interest (SSSI), and the risks of in¬ 
creases traffic in narrow lanes. 

“One plot is accessed by a single track lane which 
includes the entrance to the children’s play area. Any 
increase in residential and service traffic would com¬ 
promise safety,” say the protestors. 

“If this development goes ahead, the natural beauty 
and rural character of Lower Bockhampton and the 
Frome Valley would be lost forever. “ 

All comments must be received by West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council before November 29th.

Dorset Police ran the two-week 
campaign between Monday, Novem¬ 
ber 3rd and Sunday 16th to encour¬ 
age anyone holding an illegally-held 
firearm to dispose of it safely. 

The initiative was aimed at local 
people in the community who wished 
to hand in unwanted firearms and 
help take guns out of circulation per¬ 
manently. 

It also gave licence holders the op¬ 
portunity to surrender weapons they 
no longer had use for. 

A total of 93 firearms were surren¬ 
dered to stations across Dorset during 
the campaign. This included: 31 
handguns, 11 air rifles, 27 shotguns, 
seven air pistols, six BB guns, four 
replica guns, five rifles, one humane 
killer and one bird scarer. A large 
amount of ammunition was also 
handed in. 

Operational Support Superintend¬ 
ent Nicky Searle, from Dorset Police, 
said: “We are extremely pleased at 
the success of this firearms surrender 
and would like to thank everyone 
who took part. 

“The vast majority of these surren¬ 
dered firearms were not being used 
in criminal activity. Our aim is to 
stop guns falling into the wrong 
hands. Every gun given up is one less 
that poses a threat or that criminals 
can potentially get hold of. 


“I would like to remind residents 
that Dorset is a very safe place to live 
with very low levels of gun-related 
crime. 

“Levels of illegally held firearms 
are low but this surrender was a real 
opportunity for members of the pub¬ 
lic to relinquish any weapons that 
may be outside the law.” 

Individuals taking part in the cam¬ 
paign received an amnesty for pos¬ 
session of the firearm at the point of 
surrender to a lawful authority. It did 
not provide immunity from prosecu¬ 
tion if the weapon was found to have 
been used unlawfully. 

A small number of firearms handed 
in during the gun surrender will be 
submitted to The National Ballistics 
Intelligence Service (NABIS) for ex¬ 
amination. Any guns that are proved 
to be linked to a crime will be kept as 
evidence and retained for any future 
court case proceedings. 

A previous firearms amnesty staged 
in Dorset in 2003 saw more than 300 
firearms handed over to police.

Cllr Gould, who rep¬ 
resents the Sherborne 
division, said: "I have 
taken on county council 
leadership responsibili¬ 
ties for a period of up to 
six weeks. 

“This arrangement is 
similar to what would 
happen in the case of 
illness or absence, and 
is in line with our con¬ 
stitutional rules. 

“It will allow us to 
continue the vital work 
of the county council, 
with the minimum of 
disruption.

East Boro calendar goes on sale 


POLICE and Crime Commissioners 
(PCCs) across England and Wales are 
helping to shape how organisations will 
work together better to make sure that 
people in crisis receive urgent mental 
health care. 

PCCs are therefore committing to work 
with agencies across England and Wales 
to develop a joint plan of action for how 
they will work together to improve serv¬ 
ices. 

The Mental Health Crisis Care Concor¬ 
dat is a national agreement between serv¬ 
ices and agencies involved in the care and 
support of people in crisis. 

It sets out how organisations will work 
together to make sure that people in crisis 
receive urgent mental health care. All 
PCCs have already signed up to the 
agreement and local plans are being put 
together. 


Dorset PCC Martyn Underhill is chair¬ 
ing a workshop at today’s Partnership 
Summit on reducing the use of Section 
136 of the Mental Health Act. 

He said: “We need to make sure that the 
vulnerable receive the right care, at the 
right time and in the right place. They 
need to be looked after by a health care 
professional, not by a police officer and 
not in a police cell. 

“The Mental Health Concordat brings 
PCCs and partner agencies together under 
a joint approach for assessing and im¬ 
proving the care of people in mental 
health crisis. 

We are leading work to develop action 
plans to deliver the Mental Health Con¬ 
cordat’s principles. In several areas of the 
country, including Dorset and Stafford¬ 
shire, pilot street triage schemes to im¬ 
prove mental health care for those in 


crisis have been recognised by the Home 
Secretary. 

“The police have a role in helping those 
in mental health crisis but they should not 
be relied upon. Their role should be to 
identify the vulnerable and flag up issues 
to agencies but this only works if health 
services are available 24 hours a day. 

“We need to foster closer relationships 
with health agencies across the country 
and ensure that the vulnerable receive the 
most appropriate care.” 

Some areas have already seen signifi¬ 
cant reduction in use of SI36 following 
introduction of local plans. More than 
half the forces across England and Wales 
now operate some form of street triage, 
delivering significantly improved re¬ 
sponses to those with mental health needs 
who come into contact with the criminal 
justice system. 


Police launch strategy to tackle alcohol misuse 


Police and Crime Commissioners (PCCs) 
from across the country have marked 
Alcohol Awareness Week by launching 
a national plan to tackle alcohol mis¬ 
use. 

With the annual cost to society of 
alcohol-related crime in England esti¬ 
mated at £11 bn, PCCs are doing in¬ 
creasing work to tackle misuse of 
alcohol. 

Commissioners are keen to work with 
partners such as local authorities, the 
third sector, Public Health England and 
businesses to tackle shared issues. 

Tony Hogg, Devon and Cornwall PCC 
and Chair of the APCC's Alcohol Work 


Group said:"Commissioners are already 
doing considerable work in their local 
areas to reduce alcohol related crime 
and misuse. This group will now pro¬ 
vide us with a powerful collective voice 
nationally to influence change and 
make a real difference. The cost of alco¬ 
hol misuse to our society is enormous, 
and we simply cannot allow this to con¬ 
tinue." 

Martyn Underhill, Dorset PCC, said: 
"Police and Crime Commissioners have 
a huge role to play, lobbying and chal¬ 
lenging government, partners and the 
industry to drive cultural change, im¬ 
prove legislation and improve health 


outcomes in relation to alcohol." 

Police commissioners agree to work 
together as a cross party group to 
champion and drive forward action on 
alcohol related crime by: 

• campaigning nationally and locally 
for improvements to the law, 

• raising awareness and educating 
drinkers to drive cultural change and 
reduce levels of harmful behaviour 

• working in partnership with polic¬ 
ing, health, third sector and industry 
partners to deliver a joined up and ef¬ 
fective response, and 

• helping to build the evidence base 
on alcohol related crime and harm.

A CAR with four youngsters in it smash¬ 
ing into woodland provided a graphic start 
to a Safe Drive Stay Alive presentation 
launching Brake Road Safety week in 
Dorset. 

A film of the fictional crash, backed up 
by real life incidents told by emergency 
service staff was staged at Weymouth 
Pavilion Theatre in front of 450 people in¬ 
cluding more than 330 students and young 
drivers. The final speaker was a father 
who had lost his son in a crash. 

The presentation was one of many 
events including free Dorset Driver Gold 
Courses for over-65s and special school 
visits to Weymouth Community Safety 
Centre being staged by Dorset Fire & 
Rescue Service and Safe Wise during the 
week to educate road users. 

Among those attending were more than 
Dorset Chief Fire Officer Darran Gunter 
and Dorset Fire Authority chairman, 
Councillor Rebecca Knox. 

Mr Gunter said: “The Pavilion event 
was very important. We ran real case stud¬ 
ies for hundreds of new young drivers and 
took them through some quite tragic 
choices, circumstances and consequences 
of actions on the road. Our aim was to 
save lives by changing lives.” 

Safe Drive Stay Alive was introduced to 
the audience by WCSC education officer 
Dave Allan who told the View: “A simple 
act on the road can have devastating con¬ 
sequences. 

“This event tried to portray those conse¬ 
quences to encourage young drivers to 
take responsibility for their actions and to 
ultimately become safer drivers. 

“Sixteen people have died on Dorset’s 


roads so far this year which is down on 
2013 but it is still 16 people who will not 
be seeing Christmas this year. The year 
has also seen 261 people seriously in¬ 
jured. 

“Anyone affected by the devastating ef¬ 
fects of losing a family member or friend 
in a serious road traffic collision knows 
that this type of initiative will help save 
lives in the future. This is why we are 
working during Road Safety Week to ed¬ 
ucate as many drivers as possible.” 

WCSC co-ordinator Vikki Thomas 
said: “The launch of Road Safety Week 
at Weymouth Pavilion saw young people 


from Kingston Maurward and Weymouth 
College, IPACA and Purbeck sixth forms 
and DFRS's own Modern Apprentices 
coming together for the first time to be 
immersed in one of our many education 
packages. 

“If any colleges or sixth forms have 
been unable to attend the launch, we can- 
provide packages at the centre on Radi- 
pole Lane to educate their young people 
and would recommend they contact us.”

AWANDERAND 
A WONDER 

DORCHESTER Community Choir and 
friends will be performing a special 
fundraising concert this Saturday, Novem¬ 
ber 29th. 

'A Wander and a Wonder' is a special 
seasonal concert at the Dorchester Com¬ 
munity Church, Acland Road, and will take 
place from 3pm. 

The concert is aimed to be like the Choir's 
very own 'Live Aid'event, with a wonderful 
range of local professional and young mu¬ 
sicians.

WESTGALLERY 
MUSIC CONCERTS 

WEST Gallery Music is the name describing 
the harmony songs that used to be sung in 
English country churches from the 18th cen¬ 
tury onwards, usually accompanied by a 
band of musicians playing fiddle, serpent, 
trombone etc. The musicians and singers 
from the village would sit in what was 
known as the West Gallery in the 
church. The music was vibrant, full of life 
and is accessible today (as it was in its day) 
to all singers and instrumentalists, from am¬ 
ateur to professional. A number of rural 
churches in the South Dorset Ridgeway area 
have retained their West Galleries, and, as 
part of the Heritage lottery Funded South 
Dorset ridgeway Landscape Partnership 
projects, this style of music is being recre¬ 
ated by Artsreach with the help of a choir of 
local singers and musicians, led by folk mu¬ 
sicians Tim Laycockand Phil Humphries.

British Museum Curator to give 
talk at Dorset County Museum 

IN 2013 the British Museum staged a unique exhibition of Ice Age Art, created 
between 40,000 and 10,000 years ago. It presented masterpieces of sculpture, 
ceramics, drawing and personal ornaments from all over Europe.These striking 
objects are now the subject of a fascinating talk at Dorset County Museum by 
the exhibition's curator, Jill Cook 

Jill is a Senior Curator and Deputy Keeper of the Department of Prehistory & 
Europe at The British Museum. She is an archaeologist whose interest in archae¬ 
ology began in Dorset as a teenager when she volunteered on Roman villa ex¬ 
cavations at Dewlish. At university the subject of her dissertation was Edward 
Cunnington and his excavations of Dorset barrows. Since then, she has special¬ 
ized in the deeper history of much earlier periods, investigating the archaeology 
of human evolution, as well as the history of archaeology. 

During her talk on Ice Age art at Dorset County Museum on 5 December, Jill 
Cook will show some of the master¬ 
pieces from the exhibition such as the 
British Museum's mammoth ivory 
sculpture of a pair of swimming rein¬ 
deer, plus the oldest known sculptures, 
drawings and musical instruments 
from Europe. Far from being simple ob¬ 
jects from a remote time, Jill will ex¬ 
plain how these works of art are 
important clues about the evolution of 
our brains and the development of 
modern human societies.

HAVING squandered a two goal lead 
against Cambridge City the previous 
week, Dorchester Town made sure 
they didn't fall foul again beating 
second placed Corby Town at The 
Avenue on Saturday.

Matthews was showing his experi¬ 
ence at leading the line with some 
deft flicks and little tricks as Dorch¬ 
ester took the game to Corby, but it 
was the Steelmen who went closest 
to scoring on 18 minutes when Wil¬ 
son Carvalho thumped a 30-yard 
free kick against the crossbar, 
deadlock broken 

However, three minutes later it 
was the Magpies celebrating as 
Robinson scored a sublime goal. 


A cross was only partially cleared 
to the former Saints man who 
curled a measured shot around 
keeper Paul Walker into the top cor¬ 
ner of the net. 

Dan Smith had a great chance to

Holding off the attentions of Edi 
Appleton who had a good game in

Smith had a great chance to seal 
the points ten minutes from time, 
but blazed over at the far post. 

This almost proved costly as Corby 
pulled a goal back with six minutes 
left, Weir-Daley being allowed room 
from a corner to turn and fire home 
through a melee. 

However, this time the Magpies 
stood firm to take three precious 
points that lifts them just that fur¬ 
ther away from the bottom.

PREVIOUS double winner Dudley 
Sterry, having failed to secure a hat- 
trick of victories last year in his super¬ 
charged MG J2, returned to the 
Southern Counties Hardy Classic Trial 
last weekend looking to achieve that 
elusive victory. 

But he was again denied the premier 
award when the conditions proved too 
much of a challenge for the venerable 
partnership. 

A maximum 12-point penalty on the 
third test means the elusive triple will 
have to wait for another year. 

Heavy rainfall during the week pre¬ 
ceding the national championship 
qualifier gave the event a completely 
different character to that of 12 months 
ago when conditions were consider¬ 
ably drier. 

Undeterred, the entry of over 80 mo¬ 
torcycles and cars departed the South¬ 
ern Counties Shooting Lodge start with 
the challenge of 13 testing sections 
utilising old roads and farm tracks all 
with a steep gradient. 

The object of this sporting exercise, 


being the further up the section and/or 
gradient the car goes the less penalties 
accrued. If you reach the top then no 
penalties apply and the score is'O'or a 
'clean'as it is referred to in trialling. 

The first test, near Minterne Magna, 
allowed competitors to become accus¬ 
tomed to the conditions under wheel, 
with all but one of the motorcycles 
going clear and just two of the four 
wheel contingent accruing penalties. 

The first of two sections north of 
Maiden Newton started to test all cat¬ 
egories, with only five of the car classes 
netting zero penalties. 

Steady rainfall then made the condi¬ 
tions even more demanding which was 
illustrated when last year's winner, Carl 
Talbot dropped 10 penalty points on 
the fourth test of the day which was sit¬ 
uated just off of the A37 Dorchester to 
Yeovil road. 

Having given the initiative to Ian 
Davis in hisVW Buggy the Morris Trial- 
master pilot kept his focus and was 
back in contention by the time the 
event approached Bridport and 


Beaminster where Davis picked up a 
total of nine penalties on two tests, 
leaving his advantage as a tenuous sin¬ 
gle point. 

Both Talbot and Davis went clean at 
Meerhay, north of Beaminster, leaving 
the outcome open as they headed to 
the Mike's Mess test. Here the outcome 
of the event was determined. 

Davis received nine penalties but so 
did all of his rivals in the'specials'class 
with the exception of Talbot who 
cleared the section without penalty 
and took his second win on the Wool- 
bridge Motor Club organised event. 

The Class "O" category for more stan¬ 
dard machines saw a steady perform¬ 
ance by Weymouth Leige Sport driver 
Phil Hyde take him to the head of the 
division, but his performance was such 
that he won the Best Woolbridge 
Motor Club member award and was 
therefore taken out of the class order. 

This left an epic battle for the class 
win raging right until the end between 
the Suzuki x90 of Paul Brooks and John 
Tite from Lyons Gate. 


The Ford Jago driver progressively 
built an advantage on the early sec¬ 
tions but dropped five points at Meer¬ 
hay and lost a further three to his 
opponent on the penultimate section 
of the event to leave the scores level.
